He has 
agreed to public testimony, but it 
seemed probable that the contents of 
the deposition would not be made 
known until it is presented at the Sin- 
clair trial, which starts in Wash- 
ington April 4. 

Broken in health, surrou.died by 
medicine bottles, glasses and spoons 
on nearby tables, Fall spends most 
of his time in the library of his home 
here as he awaits the opportunity to 
speak of the Teapot scandal, an op- 
portunity which he says he will use 
to the fullest possible advantage. 

About him hover his two daughters 
and Mrs. Fall, and back of the Tea- 
pot Dome investigations and accusa- 
tions of conspiracy against Fall, is

THOUSANDS VIEW 
S-41N BOSTON PORT 
AFTER COLLISION 


Boston, March 25,—(4)—Thou- 
sands of persons visited the Charles- 
town navy yard today to view the 
submarine S-4, the steel hulk in 
which 40 men went to their deaths 
when the vessel was in collision with 
the coast guard destroyer Paulding 
off Provincetown last December. 

The visitors were not permitted to 
enter the ill-fated submarine, which 
is in drydock. The throngs clustered 
about the dock and gazed upon the 
ship which contributed to the list of 
the navy’s major peace-time disasters. 

To give the visitors a knowledge of 
submarine construction, navy yard of- 
ficials allowed groups to enter the 
S-6, a sister ship of the S-4. 

The ships of the salvage fleet which 
were engaged for three months in 
raising the S-4 also were open to the 
inspection of the visiting crowds.

SENATE PROBERS 
BAFFLED IN TRAIL 
OF TEAPOT BONDS 


Find Where Three Shares 

of “Loot” Went, But 
Are Unable To Trace 
Fourth Share. 


Washington, March 25.—(4)—Al- 
though following every one of the 
manv leads that come to it daily, the 
senate Teapot Dome committee still 
is without any definite clue as to the 
identity of the fourth participant in 
the $3,080,000 Liberty bond profits of 
the Continentad Trading Company of 


Canada. 
Two of the shares have been defi- 


nitely traced to H. M. Blackmer, for- 
mer chairman of the board of the Mid- 
West Refining company, and James 
E, O’Neil, former president of the 
Prairie Oi] and Gas company, miss- 
ing witnesses in the criminal conspir- 
acy case in which Harry F. Sinclair 
is to go on trial on April 4. 

The senate investigators are fairly 
wel] convinced that Sinclair partici- 
pated in a third share, as they have 
traced $233,000 of the bonds to Al- 
bert B. Fall, former interior secre- 
tary, who leased Teapot Dome to the 
wealthy oil operator, and $260,000 of 
them to Will H. Hays, who distribu- 
ted this sum among republican leaders 
to help extinguish the debt of the re- 
publican party in 1923. 

Believing that he faced the end of 
his life, O’Neil made a special trip 
from Europe to Montreal to make 
restitution to the Prairie company, 


and the evidence is that the original 
bonds, in the total of $750,000, now 
are held in the treasury of the Prairie 
Pipe Line company, with the coupons 
still intact in accordance:with O’Neil’s 
request that they be held until court

These contracts were signed at a 
conference in New York city on No- 
vember 17, 1921, which was attended 
by Blackmer, O'Neil, Sinclair, Hum- 
phreys and Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the board of the Indiana 
Standard, and former Senator Charles 
Thomas, of Colorado, who, as counsel 
for Humphreys, drew up the con- 
tracts. Stewart and Sinclair joined 
in guaranteeing the Continental con- 
tract to Humphreys, but the Indiana 
Standard chairman had testified em- 
phatically that he did not make a cent 
out of the deal and had no personal 
knowledge as to the distribution of 
the bonds bought with the Continenta] 
profits. 

The committee still is casting about 
for information as to the fourth share 
of the profits while it continues the 
search for all of the bonds which Sin- 
clair is assumed to have received. It

TWO STATES HOLD

Louisiana and Arkansas 
Doped as Spots Where 
Break Will Come in 
South, Observer Says.

Washington, D. C., March 25.— 
The most significant event in the 
democratic situation the past week 
was the announcement that the Ar- 
kansas delegation would be largeiy 
pro-Smith, followed by a denial of 
that statement by both the Arkansas 
senators at Washington. The denial, 
or more accurately, the strong doubt 
expressed by Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, attracted particular atten- 
tion because he is the senior senator 
from the state, because he is theof- 
ficial democratic leader of the sen- 
ate, and because he is clearly one of 
the foremost national leaders of the 
party. 

As between the original announce 
ment which ran one way, and the sub- 
sequent denials and strong doubts, 
it can be said that a” well-informed 
source of judgment within the state 
inclines to the belief that the bulk 
of the Arkansas delegates as chosen 
are personally disposed to let the nom- 
ination go to Smith. Their position 
is based largely on one assumption, 
which has weight with many demo- 
cratie leaders everywhere, as dis- 
tinguished from the rank and file. 
The assumption is that in the ensu- 
ing campaign against the republicans, 
Smith would have a real chance to 
carry New York state with its 46 
electoral votes, and therefore a chance 
to carry the country, whereas no other 
aspirant is believed to have any such 
chance. 

Appeals to Party Leadérs. 

An accompanying argument which 
moves party leaders, even dry ones, 
but has less weight with voters, is 
that if Smith is denied the nomina- 
tion some three or.feur million voters 
in. New York and the east will leave

Two Rebukes Administer- 
ed to Soviets, No Real 
Plan for Disarmament 
Only Work of Parley.

Disarmament, now and forevermore, 
the theme submittéd to the prepara- 
tory disarmament. commission at 
Geneva by the Russian soviet govern- 
ment, brought anything but harmony 
among the delegates last week. In- 
deed, there were loud, discordant 
blasts from several sections of the as- 
sembly room and decided protests in 
minor key from others. 

Maxim Litvinoff, vice commissar of 
foreign affairs, who headed the soviet 
delegation, set forth his proposals, 
which contemplated .the scrapping of 
all armaments and armament pro- 
ducing factories within four years, 
and, as the American secretary of 
state, Frank B. Kellogg, has been try- 
ing to negotiate pacts for the out- 
lawry of war, M. Litvinoff invited 
the United States to join hands with 
Russia in its disarmament project, and 
thus bring about peace. 

No New Date Set.. 


But the British lion in the person 
of Lord Cushendun roared against the 
entire proposal, and Hugh S. Gibson, 
the American ambassador to Belgium, 
iy quiet tones informed’ the Russian 
representative and all the delegates 
that if the Washington government 
was asserting itself. to negotiate 
treaties to prohibit war.as a political 
instrument it was becanse that would 
be a good step in the way of prepa- 
ration for disarmament. 


Russia was supported by Germany, | 


and for a brief period by Turkey. 
When it became apparent that the 
soviet plan was certain to. receive 
word tr defeat, gore von Bern- 
s 


is was rejected. 

In the meantime Russia submitted 
a second series of proposals seeking a 
reduction of armaments. These pro- 
vided for progressive disarmament— 
reducing armies and navies in propor- 
tion to the importance of the various 
countries and their present armed 
conditions. The new plan met with 
no more favorable reception than the 
original one, except the committee de- 
cided to refer its proposals to the 
various governments. 

Nothing Accomplished. 

Lord Cushendun, having on the 
first day of the debate called atten- 
tion to Great Britain’s willingness to 
consider reduction in naval tonnage, 
addressed a note to the American, 
French and Japanese delegations, set- 
ting forth his government’s proposals. 
They were, in effect, identical with 
those submitted to the recent tri- 
partite naval conference at Geneva— 
battleships under 30,000 tons; maxi- 
mum caliber of guns, 13.5 inches, 
and the life of capital ships extended 
from 20 years to 26 years. 

The labors of the preparatory dis- 
armament commission therefore ended 
with little accomplished toward the

Drops of Water Becca 


Condemned 


UNIQUE GALLOWS AWAITS HERMIT SLAYER ? 


in Colorado!"# 


Denver, Colo., March 25.—(United 
News.)—Colorado’s ingenious method 
of execution, by which a drop of water 
sends a man. to his death, will. be 
employed twice this week at the stat2 
penitentiary in Canon City. 

Ray Noakes and Arthur Osborn, 
convicted of the slaying of Fred N. 
Selak, have lost all appeals, both toe 
the courts and to Governor William 
Adams. They will be executed some 
time during the week beginning Mon- 
day. 

Colorado’s method of carrying out 
capital punishment is unlike any other 
in the United States. No hangman is 
necessary. 

A platform is constracted about two 
feet above the floor uf the death cham- 
ber. The condemned man stands on 


this platform while a black cap is 
placed over his head and the noose 
adjusted. Then he steps onto the 
trap. 

The weight of the man’s body on 
the trap trips a lever which, by a 
system of pulleys, pulls the tap from 
a water tank in an adjoining room. 
When the last drop of water is drained 
from the tank the reduced pressure 
causes the tripping of another lever 
and a 350-péund weight, attached by 
pulleys to the noose, is dropped. 

The weight jerks the man in the 
air, usually breaking his neck and 
causing instantaneous death.

Board Has Assumed 
Charge of State Proper- 
ty and Will Improve 
Buildings at Resort. 


Jackson, Ga., March 25—The Geor- 
gia forestry board, in accordance with 
‘an act of the 1927 session of the gen- 
eral assembly, has assumed charge of 


the state property at Indian Springs 
and will at once begin work of main- 
taining and improving the buildings 
and property on the state reserve. 

BK. M. Lufburrow, state forester, 
and C. B. Harman, member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the State Fores- 
try association, were visitors here re- 
cently when they took formal charge 
of the property. ' 

Bids will be advertised for at once 
to re-cover the present buildings, the 
work to be awarded to the lowest 
bidder, while the concessions will be: 
_ awarded to the highest bidder, ac- 

cording to Mr. Lufburrow. 

With the appropriation of $3,000! 
obtained at the last session of the 
legislature members of the forestry 
‘board hope to be able to cover the 
buildings, paint them and do a good 
deal of work in cleaning up and mak- 
ing the property more attractive. As 
fast as funds are received from the 
concessions and other sources this. 
will be used in improvcing the prop- 
erty, Mr. Lufburrow advises. It is 
also likely that funds from private: 
sources will be available. 

Following the cancellation of the 
old lease, when the Wigwam _ hotel. 
was burned in 1921, the Indian 
Springs reserve has-been administered 
by the government. Under the act of 
1927, making an annual appropria- 
tion of $3,000, the property was plac- 
ed in the hands of the Georgia for- 
estry board, and now that there is a 
designated agency, with power to act 
and funds available, it is believed 
the property will witness rapid and 
marked improvements. 

Members of the forestry board, who 
see in the property wonderful possi- 
bilities as a health and pleasure re- 
sort, are particularly interested in the 
development of Indian Springs and 
will give the~ project close personal 
attention and supervision. ‘They are 
especially struck with the possibili- 
ties of creating and developing a state 
park at Indian Springs, and as the 
state-owned property consisted of but 
ten acres, it is entirely likely that 
private individuals will be active in 
providing additional acreage and the 
park laid out to serve the people of 
the entire state. 

‘Other far-reaching developments 
that may mature within the near fu- 
ture are suggested in connection with 
the development of the state forestry 
board.

A NATION’S OBSTINACY. 


The Russian proposal for the im- 
mediate and complete disarmament 
of all nations is preposterous on its 
face. 


' The definite objection registered 
by Delegate Gibson at Geneva, is 
which this government joined all of 
the great powers, will meet the ap- 
proval of the American people gen- 
erally, including the most ultra 
peace elements. 


The universal peace program, 
based on proposed treaties of arbi- 
tration, as submitted by Secretary 
Kellogg through Mr. Gibson, is 
eminently correct in principle. 

It is precisely the peace program 
of the late President Wilson except 
that Mr. Wilson proposed that this 
résult should be accomplished 
through a league of nations that 
should also have the machinery for 
dealing with all great humanitarian 
problems involving all nations. 

This is illustrated by the good 
work of the league in treaties pre- 
venting international traffic in nar- 
cotics, also in the betterment of in- 
ternational health conditions by the 
prevention of traffic in germ-in- 
fested articles of commerce, etc. 
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FERRIS AN EDUCATOR. 


It is seldom that an educator goes 
into political life, or makes a suc- 
cess in the attempt. Senator Wood- 
bridge N. Ferris, of Michigan, was a 
notable exception. 

Until 1913, when he was elected 
governor he had spent his life as a 
college professor. 

In 1884 he founded Ferris insti- 
tute at Big Rapids, and remained at 
the head of that institution until his 
death in Washington Friday. 

During his last years, while gov- 
}ernar and then United States sena- 
tor, that relationship, of course, 
was only nominal. 


In the entire membership of con- 
gress there is perhaps not one to- 
day who entered political service on 
a national scale from the school 
room. 


There is no good reason why a 
master of pedagogy should not be- 
come a master in public official 
service. But the call of professional 
education is so appealing that few 
among the educators leave that 
service for public life. 


Senator Ferris, a democrat, was 
one of the best men in the senate. 
He did not talk often but when he 
spoke his words were sound and 
thoughtful. He was naturally a deep 
thinker, and his training made him 
a man of great loyalty. He did not 
know what is commonly. known 
“the technique of the political 
game.” He knew his convictions, 
and he had jhe courage to express 
and vote them. 

He was extremely popular with 
his colleagues of both partiés. 

Senator Ferris’ seat will be filled 
by a republican, as Governor Green 

of Michigan is of that party. 


The fact, however, that Senator 
Ferris, aS late as 1923, defeated as 
strong a republican figure as Charles 
E. Townsend by a sizeable majority 
emphasizes the further fact that 
Michigan is a pivotal state, and a 
Strong democratic candidate for 
president, ‘if the Houston conven- 
tion does not muddy the waters, has 
an excellent chance of carrying that 
state this year.

Whatever the opinion may be on 
the Russian revolution and its polit- 
ical consequences, there can be no 
doubt that it has given rise to a new 
generation of writers, whose art con- 
tinues in the great traditions of the 
masters of the last century: Gogol, 
Tolstoi, Dostoievsky. And yet the new 
Russian literature, avidly received in 
translation in France reveals a char- 
acter of its own, original thought and 
a new form. It reveals unknown 
aspects of contemporary Russia. “The 
Armored Train,” one of the last 
books to see the light in French tran- 
slation, contains a breathless story of 
the battle between whites and reds in 
the first days of the Far Eastern re- 
public.

| their villages and killing a lot of the 
young men.

This might seem 
almost incredible as one considers the 
easy means, such as tearing up a sec- 
tion of the track or blowing up a rail- 
way bridge, which lie at hand. But 
the moujiks reject such procedure. 
“We built the bridges and laid the 
track,” they say; “if you blow them 
up, who shall have to restore them? 
We ourselves, of course.” So they 
decide that one of them must sacrifice 
himself and lie on the tracks as the 
white train comes thundering along. 
“The regulations say,” so argue the 
moujiks, “if a train runs over a man 
the engineer must stop and gather 
facts for his report.” One moujik 
blows out his brains obligingly and 
the train stops. The engineer descends 
from his cab and is promptly shot. 
After that it’s only a matter of time 
before the whites in the train are ex- 
terminated.

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It used to worry me some that I} 


had such a poor gift of reading phy- | 
siognomy. It seemed that nearly every 
one else could instantly detect some 
mental deficiency in a face that to me 
expressed a high order of intellec- 
tuality. Or perhaps I misinterpreted 
as beauty what was in fact ugliness. 
Thus I lost confidence in my own 
physiognomic ability. But when I 
came to study the physiology of the 
mind I recoyered some degree of con- 
fidence in my ability to read in this 
language. Not that I now believe 
I can interpret more than you can, 
but just that I have learned I had 
been buncoed by my friends—I know 
now that they can’t read faces any 
better than I can, if as well. It is 
unjust and silly to imagine an indi- 
vidual’s character is indicated by his 
facial features or expression, and it 
is just as amateurish and mislead- 
ing to estimate mental charactertistics 
or intelligence by physiognomy. Long 
ago the irregularities of feature called 
“stigmata of degeneracy” by Lombro- 
so and his followers lost any such sig- 
nificance in real psychology or -psy- 
chiatry. So many of the best of us 
look like the devil, and so many 
thoroughly bad eggs have all the ap- 
pearance of nobility. 

Intoxication or drunkenness, bear- 
ing on the question of responsibility, 
seems to be as vague and distortional 
as insanity in the administration of 
law. ‘The courts and lawyers are in 
clined to pass the buck to the doc- 
tors. The doctors cannot devise a 
satisfactory test of drunkenness, and 
so our great system of American juris- 
prudence provides another means of 
escape for offenders who have the 
price to purchase the necessary legal 
counsel. 

A friend with whom I ride sume- 
times has a habit of exclaiming, 
whenever he sees careless or reckless 
driving, “That fellow must be drunk 
or crazy!” Maybe he is one or the 
other or both, in the present state 
of the law it is difficult or impossible 
to prove it. In the case of intoxica- 
tion or drunkenness, the law permits 
the most convenient distinction be- 
tween the condition of a man who 
has been drinking and that of a man 
who is drunk. It is as absurd as the 
wide latitude for legal — about 
the culprit’s knowledge that his act 
was wrong. 

In all reason, when a man takes a 
drink of any alcoholic bevérage he 
gets some effect from the alcohol. 
)That’s what he drinks for. If he

When a man drinks he should atcept 
full responsibility for his conduct. 

It is useless to search for a test of 
drunkenness. No man can define pre- 
cisely when * ‘stimulation” merges into 

“intoxication.” It is necessarily a 
matter of personal opinion. In fair- 
ness and justice it ought to be suf- 
ficient to prove that-a person has ae 
alcoholie verage to drink. It 
rank injustice to place upon the 
jured party the onus of proving that 
the offender was “drunk.” Sometimes 
the police apply an arbitrary test of 
their own—they say the man didn’t 
stagger and therefore he was not 
drunk. Yet a narcotic like Alcohol 
may impair or destroy @ man’s judg- 
ment long before it disturbs his mus- 
cular coordination. 8

insurance rates for this year became 
effective throughout the country la-t 
week, and some interesting facts were 
brought out based on statistics gath- 
ered until the close of last year. 
While there were mure than 1,000 


more people killed in 1927 than ‘ 


1926. as lamentable as this may be, 
it was a decease in percentar’ to the 
greater number of cars rollin: in all 
parts of the country last year. 

The revision experts fixed a genera! 


decrease for collision insurance as ap- 
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plied to medium-priced cars, and gave 
much credit to the increased number 
of bumpers to be seen everywhere 
on this class of cars. | 

Deeming it advisable to get first 
hand information on this important 
subject, a representative of this depart- 
ment of The Constitution called on 
PP. H. Collins, on the 16th floor of 
the Healey building ‘Saturday and 
found him an encyclopedia on all mat- 
ters pertaining to insurance and an 
authority on automobile insurance. 

More credit must be given to the 
lowly automobile bumper for ‘the .2- 
duced loss of life in ratio to number 
of cars and mileage traveled and say- 
ing in property. damage, now than 
ever before, says Mr. Collins in agree- 
ing with the national committee revi- 
sion report. 

“Until a little more than a year 
ago,” continued Mr. Collins, “the 
cheaper and medium grades of cars 
were sold without bumpers and . 
fixed charge for auto collision was 
the same on all cars of their respec- 
tive classes. This was aecepted 
a standard price with 121-2 per cent 
reduction for those who put bumners 
on their cars, but now that so many 
of these cars are bought on the divided 
payment plan, the companies selling 
or financing the sale of the cars prac- 
tically make it obligatory for the buy- 
er to put on new bumpers before the 
car leaves the salesrooms. 

‘The. bumper has also sold itself 
many times over to the experi. nced 
car driver by taking many wunexpect- 
ed shocks during the course of the 
year and the more it is used in the 
future by all drivers the more it wil!

35 RAL FIRMS 
SSUE REPORTS 


R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, March 24.—(United 


News.)—Up to the beginning of this 
week annual reports for 1927 had 
been published by 385 important rail- 
roads, industrial] corporations and pub- 
lic utility corporations. These state- 
ments are interesting in view of the 
high record weekly turnover of 20.- 
$15,000 shares just established in the 
stock market with the average price 
of 50 representative stocks at a new 
high reeord for all time. 

Included in this total of 385 annual 
reports for 1927 is found 38 from pub- 
Tic utility corporations, For 1927 
these 38 public utility corporations 
show an increase in net income over 
1926 of 9.3 per cent. 

Net income of 307 industrial cor- 
porations for 1927 shows a decrease 
compared with 1926 of 3.8 per cent. 

Net income last year of 40 railroads 
shows a loss compared with 1926 of 
14.2 per cent. 

Of the 385 companies 26 show gains 
in 1927 net income compared with 
1926 of from 56.4 per cent to 19,000 
per cent. Twenty-three companies 
show decreases in net ranging from 
53.6 per cent to 954 per cent. 
Kighteen companies report deficits of 
from a few thousand dollars to stag- 
gering amounts.’ 

Steel Report Issued. 

On the opening day of this week 
the United States Steel corporation 
published its 1927 annual report. 
Gross earnings of $1,310,000,000 com- 
pared with $1,508,000,000 for 1926. 
This is a decrease of $197,000,000. 
The 1927 surplus for dividends ‘is 
$87,345,000 against $116,667,000 for 
1926. -There was no change in oe 
preferred dividend collins for $25 
219,000. Because of the 40. per fom 
stock dividend last year’s cash divi- 
dends on the common shares called 
for $49,813,000 against $35,581,000. 
for 1926. After payment of pre- 
dividends there 
was a surplus of $12,863,000 against 
$55,866,000 for 1926. 

On the opening day of this week 
the National Bank of Commerce in its 
regular monthly anklysis of the fi- 
nancial and industrial situation and 
oltlook says: “Spring expansion of 
business is well under way. ‘The in 
crease in industrial operations has 
been more gradual than it was in 1927 
and it is quite likely that at no time 
during the first half of the year wili 
production reach the high level it did 
at the end of last March. But the 
period of spring activity bids fair 
to last longer than it did last season 
with large aggregate volume for the 
first half year.” 

Encouraging Details. 

Encouraging details follow as to the 
position and outlook for steel, build- 
ing, automobile, machine tool, chemi- 
eal and other industries which in the 
past have served as accurate measures 
of what is ahead. Due weight is also 
given to adverse factors with the con- 
clusion reached that the second quar- 
ter of 1928 definitely justifies 
optimism. 

If this predicition is fulfilled the 
stock market is likely to continue ir- 
regular, some stocks advancing or de- 
clining violently. In brief unless 
something unfavorable now unforeseen 
occurs: the stock market is likely to 
continue highly selective. The shares 
of companies which for one reason or 
another are making money will go 
higher with declines occurring at the 
same time in other companies. 

For the conservative investor or 
speculator,. the stock market at ‘its 
existing price level has little attrac- 
tion. There are few stocks to be found 
on the list offering a satisfactory in- 
come return in the event of a sudden

Delhi, India, March 25—-(4)—When 
the Standard Oil Company of N-w 
York recently purchased soviet oil 
which the Dutch producers § group 
claimed rightfully belonged tu them, 
it started an oil war in India which 
now has reached the government tar- 
iff board. It was announced ‘today 
that an immediate inquiry will be 
made by the board with a view to pro- 
tecting Indian petroleum against ‘he 
results of the price war between the 
American and Dutch interests, Dutch 
shell oil is owned in England. 

Imported petrolenm has been dump- 
ed into India at prices below work 
parity. The official announcement says 
that decision to ke the inquiry was 
based on representations from a num- 
ber of other companies affected by the 
tactics of the big producers. 

The government does not des:re by 
its protection policy to lay a heavy 
burden on the consumer and thus need- 
lessly increase the profits of the prin- 
cipal producers. But it believes that 
measurese can be devised wherebv 
substantial relief can be given the 
lesser concerns while at the same time 
a disproportionate share of the higher 
prices charged to consumers will be 
prevented from falling into, the hands 
of the stronger outfits. 

The tariff board first will deter- 
mine what price for kerosene should 
be taken as the equivalent of world 
parity at Indian ports. It also will 
report whether protection against 
dumping is in the national interest 
and if so, what form that protection 
should take. 

A still further.inquiry by the board 
will seek to determine whether it is 
likely that the present price war will 
extend to gasoline, and if so. what. 
meastires should be taken to stop that 
development.

Paris, March 25.—(4)—The admin- 


“ 


istration of Premier Poincare and of- | 


ficials of the Bank of France are de- 
termined to increase greatly the 
bank’s gold stock far beyond the con- 
signments recently arrived from New 
York, and it is believed that theupres- 
ent movement of gold to France has 
just begun. , 

The aim of the government is to 
transform into geld a considerable 
part of its $1,000,000,000 abroad in 
credits and exchange and to have the 
coin and ingots actually in the vaults 
of the Bank of France, ‘The ultimate 
purpose of all this is stabilization of 
the franc on a gold basis but whether 
stabilization will be undertaken soon- 
er or .Jater than early summer is not 
known at present. 

French credit, in and outside of the 
country, will be effectively strength- 
ened by the actual presence in the 
Bank of France cellars of the Inaes of 
gold rather than bookkeeping entries 
in five of six foreign money centers. 
The Bank of France, operating for 
the treasury, has upward of $1,000.,- 
000,000 in exchange for — credits 
abroad. Of this amount $700,000,000 
is in New York; 60,000,000 pounds 
in London and lesser amounts in Am- 
sterdam and Zurich. 

The French note circulation of 
000,000,000 francs could be 75° per 
cent covered by the %,600,000,000 
francs goki now in the Bank of 
France and five or six billion francs 
gold or equivalent abroad. ‘The pur- 
pose of the government, it is explain- 
ed authoritatively, is not te bring 
back the total amounts now abroad 
but to increase its gold sto¢k in Paris 
enough to approximate fifty per cent 
of the note circulation. Unlike or- 
dinary citizens of other countries, one 
of the characteristics of the French 
peasant is that he wants gold for part 
of his money just to know he can 
get it and keep it if he wants to. 
Government. experts have concluded 
that the peasant would not be content 
when the france is finally stabilized to 
receive other pieces of paper and be 
told it represented gold, but must 
know that he also can get the gold. 

Before launching the program to 
bring huge stocks of gold home the 
Bank of France sounded out the Bank 
of England and was told that the 
Kgypt gold stocks were not sufficient- 
lv large to spare much or any for 
French account and it would be far 
better for international finance for 
France to Jeave her balances in Eng- 
land alone and draw from New York. 

Pursuing this suggestion, it is un- 
derstood here that the New York 
bankers gave sympathetic reception to 
the proposition to withdraw any 
amount of gold the Bank of France 
desires but the belief prevails that 
the New York bankers have grave 
doubts as to whether France should 
allow the gold coin actually to go 
into circulation once the france is 
stahilized. The danger is, it is point-
